N a business where errors can mean disaster, the more training 
a person receives the better his chances for survival. It is with 


this in mind that the County of Los Angeles Fire Department sends 
rookie firemen through an intensive seven-week training course to 
learn, through actual fire conditions, the clangers they'll face on 
the job. 


The rookie, at the specially-prepared Oil Fire Training 


Grounds in Del Valle, California, is walked through red-hot flames, 
choking smoke and unbearable heat behind a curtain 
of water from fog nozzles. With him, step by step, 
follows a soft-spoken training captain who guides, 
points and instructs on the "how" and "what" of 
safety and action. 


This program gives to each rookie the "feel" of 


the nozzle position and the back-up position in snuffing 
out such problems as a raging oil-tank fire, a flaming 
trail of gasoline in a gutter, a burning butane leak 
and the "Christmas Tree", a maze of broken pipes all 
squirting flaming fuel. 


To do the job properly, he has a special fog nozzle, 


water and his own know-how, learned in both class- 
room lectures and in the "pits", where flames some- 
time lap about his feet as he slowly advances to shut 
off a supply valve. 


When this training period is finished, the stu- 


dents no longer can be.considered "rookies", but fire- 
men traihecT to react, when dealing with the reality of 
actual fire, in a way that minimizes mistakes which 
might create disaster for all.

It's called Lake Tawakoni, 


but sometimes you get the 
feeling you're in an inland 
sea. When winds above 20 
miles per hour whip across 
the Texas hills and hit this 
sprawling body of water, it 
can get very rough. 


On this hot summer day, 


the wind was no hazard, but 
it did negate any hope of top- 
water fishing. 


"Sorry about that," Tom 


Le Pere said. "We'll have to 
fish Tawakoni style . . . drift- 
ing with worms." 


Tom, a D a l l a s outdoor 


editor, caught my disdainful 
look. "Listen, trout fisherman 
. . ." he said "They're plastic 
worms, and I'll guarantee 
there is as much art to fishing 
them as there is to dry-fly 
fishing." 


Clarence Lee, our guide, 


steered the 16-foot runabout 
around Spring Point and into 
Mustang Cove, cutting the 
motor just short of the white 
buoys marking the raw water 
pumping station for Dallas. 


"We're in about 10 feet of 


water now," 
Clarence said, 


"and we'll drift back out to 
35 or 40 feet." 


The light southwest wind

safety official (government or otherwise) 
who advises motorists to clamp on a safety 
helmet at the same time they buckle up 
their seat belts. 


It's tough enough to get Joe Driver to 


buckle up for safety even though it has been 
proved and proved again that thousands of 
drivers have been caught dead sitting on 
their seat belts. 


Hard hats can help save lives, too, but 


gung-ho I'm-the-best-driver-on-the-road types 


would rather mash their foreheads on splin- 
tered windshields than "look silly" in a 
helmet. 


Well, we're not about to preach to run-of- 


the-mill hardheads. But we will say (hat any 
motorcycle 
buff who kick-starJs his bike 


Without first putting his safety helmet on is 
just plain stupid. In some states—not vet 
enough—helmets are mandatory. 


And anybody thinking about racing (sports 


cars, hot rods, etc.) should know he won't 
be allowed to start his engine helmetless. 
thanks to the rigid safety rules of national 
sanctioning bodies. 


Assuming, then, that you agree about the 


need for a helmet, you should also realize 
that just any kind won't do. 


Your helmet had better be approved by 


the Snell Memorial Foundation, the United 
States of America Standards Institute (for- 
merly the American Standards Association) 
or the British Standards Institute. If it isn't, 
chances are it's not very good. 


We discussed helmet design and testing 


with one of the leading U.S. manufacturers, 
Buco Products, a division of the American 
Safety Equipment Corp. Buco has been in- 
volved with protective headgear since 1957 
when helmets, more often than not, were 
just supposed to keep the hair from getting 
dirty. 


It's possible, Buco says, for the neophyte 


to choose a hard hat which he thinks is a 
safe helmet. Instead, he ought to keep these 


rules-of-thumb in mind when helmet-shop- 
ping: 


• Shell. The shell must prevent penetra- 


tion, distribute the impact load over a large 
area of the head, prevent abrasion while 
sliding over rough surfaces. 
It should be 


made of a hard, rigid, smooth, durable mate- 
rial. The buyer should not be able to indent 
the shell with his hands. 


• Liner, The function of the liner is to 


distribute the force and absorb the energy of 
impact. It should be made of a firm, com- 
pressible material at least a half-inch thick. 
The liner should cover all of the inner area 
of thf shell. 


• Retention System. The helmet must 


stay on the head if it is to provide protec- 
tion. A crude tes/ of the retention system is 
to snap the helmet on and try to pull it off. 
The chin supports and strap should be nylon 
or similar material which is not subject to 
deterioration. 


• Comfort. Since helmets are often worn 


for long periods in all types of weather, it is 
important that they be comfortable to avoid 
the temptation of removing them. Weight, 
ventilation and fit are sonic of the factors 
which affect comfort.

Vflwt Inflation Costs 
nflation is all the more dan- 
gerous because its growth, 
though steady, Is so gradual 


that the public can be milked dry 
without fully realizing it. How, 
then, can we determine just how 
•much money inflation is taking 
away from us? 


The American Institute of Ec- 


onomic 
Research, in its June 


bulletin, has come up with an 
interesting - and frightening - 
answer to this question. Accord- 
ing to this report, U.S. savers 
lost $27 billion to inflation last 
year. This hugh loss didn't re- 
sult from bank failures, as hap- 
pened during 
the 
depression 


years, but from the rapidly de- 
preciating value of the dollar. 
In contrast, declares the bulle- 
tin, a total of $1.3 billion was 
lost between 1929-1933 - as com- 
pared to $27 billion eaten away 
by inflationary trends in just the 
one year of 1966. 


What 
this research institute 


did was add up all the many 
kinds of savings - $291 billion 
In insurance and pensions, $335 
billion In savings accounts, and turned to Detroit today and Its 
$217 billion In bonds and other dazecj people pushed ahead with 
static-value funds - and then sub- repairing the billion-dollar rav- 
tract from this total the 3.2 per ages Of one of history's worst 
cent drop in the purchasing power racial explosions 
of the dollar during 1966. Thus 
the figure of $27 billion emerges. 
We don't know If this system of 
measuring Inflationary damage is 
the last word in economic fig- 
uring or not, but it certainly 
does indicate the toll that our 
inflated currency is taking on the 
dollar and 
what it will buy. 


The trouble is that no end to 


the inflationary spiral Is In sight. 
The cost of living shot up again 
just last month according to Lab- 
or Department figures. Mean- 
while, the government continues 
to contribute to the inflated money 
supply with the wildest spend- 
ing spree in history. One of these 
days the 
American dollar, al- 


ready inflationr-shrunk to half its 
size, is going to disappear en- 
tirely. -Shreveport (La.) Times
